[California Fruit Grower:] In a re- 
cent number of the Forum, there wae 


an interesting article on “University 
Extension in Agriculture.” Under the 
direction of the agricultural stations, 
says the writer, thousands of simple 
cotperative experiments in which farm- 
ers take part are now annually carried 
on in different parts of the country. 
They consist principally in the growing 
of different kinds of crops, such as 
wheat, grasses, sugar beets, vegeta- 
bles and fruits, or in the testing of dif- 
ferent kinds of fertilisers as applied 
to the solle and crops in different lo- 
calities. These experiments are per- 
formed in accordance with plans fur- 
nished by the experiment stations, and 
when they are conducted in the most 
effective way the cotiperating farmers 
are visited from time to time by the 
officers In immediate charge of the ex- 
periments. Usually the experiment sta- 
tions furnish the seeds, cuttings, fer- 
tilizere or other materials to be used 
in the experiments, while the farmers 
r. 
When such experiments are wisely 
Planned and thoroughly executed they 
often give results of considerable value, 
especially as showing how the investi- 
gations of the experiment stations may 
be moet successfully applied to farm 
practice. In the early days of the ex- 
periment stations in this country, for 
example, much was learned ng 
the fertiliser requirements of farm 
lands in the Eastern States by a large 
series of cooperative experiments. More 
recently it has been determined, 
through such experiments, in what 
parts of the country beets having a 
sufficiently high sugar content to be 
used in the manufacture of sugar are 
likely to be profitably grown. In the 
sugar-beet experiments thousands of 
farmers cotiperated, and all the States 
and ‘Territories were included in the 


work.

periments lies in their educational ef- 
fect.

Diogenes tells us that 
while he worked with his father he also 
attended the lectures of the philoso- 
phers, Anaxagoras and Archelaus. So 
diligent and interested was he that a 
rich Athenian, ing him in his 
father’s shop, determined that a phil- 
osopher should not be lost in a carver 
and suppl with 
his studies. He did 
not live, ever, abeve the earth, 
though he loved abstract speculation. 

He accepted his place as a citizen, 
and performed his duties as a soldier 
admirably. He served in the army of 
Potidaea (B. C. 482) and at Delium and 
Amphibolus (B. C. 424.) His fortitude 
under privation and his courage be- 
fore danger were as marked as his 
loyalty and high purpose. When his 

pill, Xenophon, was in ve danger, 
- bore him in his arms from the field 
of battle. He married, as we know, 
though his wife, Xantippe, may have 
suffered in popular estimation much in 
the same way as her husband did. She 
has become a type of shrewish wives, 
as he was made a type of pretentious 
phil hers. Her side of the story will 
never heard. 

Socrates became more and more con- 
vinced that he had a spiritual mission 
to fulfill. He believed that the Diety 
spoke to him through the medium of 
his genius, or demon. He felt that 
thie demon directed him unerringly; 
he was earnest and sincere, and he de- 
sired to influence society by bringing 
the young tc him. The greatest of his 
pupils were Pilato, Xenophon and Alci- 
biades. He was 2 teacher to those who 
were intimate with him, but his posi- 
tion was that of a public lecturer to 
constantly changing crowds rather 
than that of a professor who delivered 
lectures, systematically arranged, to 
one set of students. He was 
founder of no school, but his influence 

eated many schools. We know 
is teachings best through his wonder- 
ful disciple. Pilato, who represented 
the speculative side of his mind as 
Xenophon, as Dr. Brown tn his excel- 
lent “History of Greek ;

The satire almed at Socrates by 
Aristophanes, e “Clouds.” had 
nothing to do with the persecution 


of the philosopher by his political ene- 
mies. © was supposed to be against 
democracy, although he had been 
neutral in politics. The son of Pericles, 
executed by the State, had been his 
friend. Alcibiades and Critias—inno- 
vators against the constitution of So- 
lon—were beloved by him. But when 
he had interfered in politics it had been 
to save the shedding of innocent blood. 
He had refused to consent to the death 
of the younger Pericles: he did his 
utmost to save both Theramines and 
Leon of Salamis from the fury of the 
mob. It was not strange that he was 
hated, for he never hesitated to tell 
unpleasant truths. He was satrical, 
therefore he “mocked the nation:” he 
did not reverence the old poets as sa- 
ered, therefore he corrupted the edu- 
cation of the youth of the nation. His 


enemies accused him, and by a vote of 
281 to 276 he was declared guilty. He 
might have bought his liberty for a 


heavy fine: he refused; nor would he 
law by escaping.
